He had 
been one of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek's most .loyal supporters 
since the early days of the revo 
lution.

He specifically denied in his 


speech that he was here to take 
part in the bitter UAW political 
campaign, but the long cheer that_ 
went up at his tribute to Thomas 
showed that the Thomas forces 
considered it an endorsement. 


On the other hand, a close asso- 


ciate of Reuther said this was 
not an endorsement, and "we 
think Murray was being very cau- 
tious. In past conventions it has 
always been the custom for him 
to put his arm around the UAW 
president and praise him." 


Murray, 
in two-fisted 
style, 


blamed the recent wave of strikes 
on the failure of AFL and indus- 
try leaders to "fulfill their obli- 
gations" at the labor-management 
conference last fall He said the 
CIO didn't want to strike but it 
was "thrust upon us." 


He declared: 
"It may be there are some of 


our enemies who would like to di- 
vide and conquer. 
They would 


like to see the CIO torn asunder, 
destroyed, and the worker drop- 
ped back to the pitiful days. 


"But I say there isn't anyone 


or any group big enough to do a 
single solitary damn thing to the 
CIO. 
We are snore 
influential 


and powerful tha^> at .any tfme in 
our history.-" 


The CIO chief emphatically de- 


nied certain "detestable" rumors 
reflecting- on his comment which 
he said have been 
circulated 


throughout the country and par- 
ticularly within the UAW-CIO.

Atomic Bomb Tests May Never 


Held as Result Delay Edict 


Washington. March 25.—(AP)— 


When and if. the atomic bomb tests 
are held, two of them may be run 
off within a single month to meet 
problems posed by President Tru- 
man's delay order. 


The high command of the joint 


Army-Navy task force met today 
to consider these among other sit- 
uations created by the suddenly is- 
sued White House directive setting 
back the first test date from May 
15-to July 1. The meeting was 
called even while speculations per- 
sisted that because of the inter- 
national situation the tests might 
be cancelled instead of only post- 
poned. 


Two factors, of widely different 


nature, are among the reasons for 
tightening the schedule — the 
weather and the opening dates for 
college semesters. 


Experts.say the weather is im- 


portant in both the first (air 
drop) and' second (surface explo- 
sion) tests because of the neces- 
sity for forecasting the drift of 
the deadly radioactive 
cloud 


formed by the atomic blast. 


From early May into July the 


Bikini winds five to ten miles aloft 
hold a fairly steady direction. By 
August, however, they become ex- 
tremely variable. 


An unexpected drift of the pois- 


onous cloud might carry it back 
over the observation fleet or waft 
it toward inhabited islands. 


Task force meteorologists be-

co sel whith can decide questions 
involved in the above points and 
related subjets".

Advice from Manila Death Cell 


Washington. March 25—(AP)— 


Japanese General Tomoyuki Ya- 
mashita advised the nation that 
hanged him as a war criminal to 
ignore traditional ideas of military 
strategy in preparing against the 
possibility of another conflict 


In an article dictated from his 


Manila death cell and published 
today in the semi-official Infantry 
Journal Yamashita told his con- 
querors that the atomic bomb and 
long range planes mean that the 
text-books of West Point and An- 
napolis must be rewritten. 


The ill-fated "Tiger of Malaya", 


predicting that any future major 
war will be settled by a single 
blow from the air. argued there- 
fore that the infantry has lost its 


I once vital role. 


The strategy of seeking to de- 


stroy the enemy's will to fight by 
knocking out such means of war- 
fare as industry and ports re- 
mains, Yamashita noted, but add- 
ed : 


"Now \ve are about to enter—we 


seem, in fact, already to have en- 
tered—a stage where we don't 
really need the ground forces at 
all to reach and attain this stra- 
tegic objective. Now, with the high 
speed, long range plane, carrying 
the atomic bomb, it is possible 
to destroy virtually all these cent- 
ers simultaneously and at a single 
blow. 


"The war will be over, to all in- 


tents and purposes, even if enemy 
forces are still in existence, still 
unengaged and »t4U und»l«»t»d",

He stressed the need for all tha

Freedom Pledge Is 
Repealed to India 


New Delhi, March 25—(AP) — 


Britain's cabinet mission reaffirm- 
ed today the London government's 
pledge of independence for India, 
if she wants it. 


Lord Pethick-Lawrence, flanked 


by A. V. Alexander and Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps, told nearly 300 cor- 
respondents in a prepar<_d state- 
ment that "the discussions now to 
begin are preliminary to the set- 
ting up of machinery whereby the 
forms under which India can real- 
ize her full independent status can 
be determined by Indians". 


Pethick-Lawrence. who is secre- 


tary of state for India, recalled 
Prime Minister Attlee's recent 
speech in the House of Commons 
that Indians^ can have complete 
independence if they want it, and 
added "we believe ourselves that 
India will find greater advantages 
in remaining- within the free as- 
sociation of the British Common- 
wealth. But it is a free associa- 
tion and we have no desire to press 
India to stay within it against her 
considered judgment". 


The mission aims at making the 


necessary interim arrangements 
quickly and with a "minimum of 
disturbance", he said.

AGRICULTURAL ENGINEER 
JOINS ILLINOIS NORTHERN 


UTILITIES COMPANY 


Fred M. Crawford is one of 


several graduate agricultural en- 
gineers who have been added to 
the staff of the Illinois Northern 
Utilities Company to advise far- 
mers on practical applications of 
electricity on the farm, according 
to an 
announcement by F. C. 


Kingsley, head of the company's 
Rural Sen-ice Department. 


Lines Under Construction 


"With approximately 85' f of the 


farms in the Dixon area electri- 
fied, the Illinois Northern Utilities 
Company is pushing toward the 
goal of serving as nearly 100 per 
cent of all farms as is possible, 
Mr. Kingsley reported. The pro- 
gram will be completed as fast as 
manpower and material can be ob- 
tained, he said. 


"Now that so many farms have 


already received the boon of elec- 
tricity, we have seen that an im- 
po.•rtant part of our service is to 
help farmers make the best use of

All Hearst 
papers do not buy it. My independ- 
ent position ;s well established— 
and known. 


The device used for concealment 


of my idea by deception was sim- 
ilarly time-worn. 
In condensing 


quotations of mine, Time omit- 
ted the quotations which would 
have proved my point and publish- 
ed quotations which seemed se- 
lected to make me ridiculous and 
the idea obscure. 


My idea was that much so- 


called modern art is psychologi- 
cally Communistic and the^basic 
point I had used to prove it was 
that it lacks beauty. This basic 
proof Time omitted entirely. 


I think I can prove both my 


idea and the point to any fair- 
minded intelligent person who pos- 
sesses even a visual knowledge of 
art. 


Say an artist paints a few lines 


on canvas. These are 
curved, 


straight or irregular, but have no 
recognizable substance. An av- 
erage person looking at them can- 
not say what they are. Of itself, 
such a picture has no beauty. Its 
lines are not arranged in a way to 
appeal to our sense of beauty. It 
lacks appealing substance or de- 
sign. The colors are not selected 
to appeal to our sense of color 
rhythm either, but may look like 
an unwashed pallet. 
* * * 


No appeal, visual beauty, rhythm 


or any other sense is made by this 
form of art. To understand why 
they have it hanging around and 
are selling it for big sums, you 
must be fool enough to try to 
imagine what the artist thought 
he was conceiving, if he had any 
thoughts. This is the secret of that 
form of art. You must enter a 
realm 
of 
thought 
control, of 


thought enslavement, away from 
your natural inclinations, in order 


j to "appreciate" it—by which word 
1 mean be duped by it. 


Is my point not valid that this 


is of the same essence as Com- 
munism, the same method of 
thought-controlled art transferred 
to politics? It requires its sub- 
jects to enter a realm of imagina- 
tion to conceive beauties it cannot 
present visibly. The Russian stand- 
ard of living was the lowest of the 
western world after 20 years of 
Communism before the war. 
It 


cannot present any visible facts .of 
superior results. It cannot appeal 
to reason for natural senses. It 
does not occupy the plane of rea- 
son, or seek it. You must enter a 
realm 
of 
thought-control 
or 


thought-enslavement beyond the 
natural sense to imagine a non- 
existant beauty. 
* * i 


Communism is political cubism, 


non-objectivity, sur-realism in its 
philosophical essence and therefor 
in truth. 


Contrast this with the inspira- 


tion of American art rooted in 
hundreds of years of concepts of 
naturalists and reason. It is an ex- 
pression of our world philosophy 
of the freedom of the individual 
human being.

Dwight H. Green of Illinois said 
today the American building in- 
dustry needs "less regulation and 
more cooperation from govern- 
ment" in order to get new houses 
built faster.

it was obvious that "houses are 
not built by wishful thinking, by 
pious speeches, or even by presi- 
dential ukase or legislative enact- 
ment." 


"The housing problem i* really 


two problems," the governor de- 
clared. "One. the provision of im- 
mediate shelter for the millions, 
especially the returning veterans 
and their families; the other, the 
provision of adequate permanent 
homes for them and even a larger 
number 
of families to meet a 


shortage caused by a practical 
moratorium on home building, not 
only during the war but during the 
10 years of depression which pre- 
ceded it." 


Discussing the lumber industry 


and federal 
controls, Governor 


Green said he believed that price 
protection is important," but there 
is no protection in a policy which 
stifles production." 


"Indeed, I see little likelihood 


of the supplies of lumber or any" 
other building material becoming 
plentiful until free American en- 
terprise can produce them at a 
profit," the governor continued. 


"The sooner we realize that we

without paying the fair cost of 
production, the sooner we will be 
building homes."
